bor or to an anchorage a t nigfit in 
foggy weather, or when all navigation 
m arks ar? invisible. 
By means of a dynamo installation 
on shore the cable is charged with high 
frequency current, and ships specially 
fitted with a receiving apparatus on 
the bridge are able to find their way 
by picking up the sounds which the ca­ 
ble gives out in Morse code. 
Laid for over a year, the cable is

effects of various alcohols, now be­ 
ing sold indiscriminately by garat- 
«es filling stations and other dealers 
and which result in many deaths. 
The Poison Law requires the drug­ 
gist to record tho sale of .all poisons. 
This law it is pointed, out should bo 
enforced upon all dealers. 
Wood 
alcohol in its comm;Trial form con­ 
tains a large percentage of acetone, 
n rank poison, while in its pure form 
as methyl alcohol it is also poison­ 
ous or produces blindness because 
the kidneys cannot eliminate methyl 
Alcohol in the same manner as they 
do grain alcohol, or ethyl hydrate 
as carbon dioxide and water. Grain 
alcohol or ethyl hydrate is also pois­ 
onous but if one survives its imme­ 
diate effects then it I* entirely elim­ 
inated and does not leave such bad 
After effects as blindness as in the 
case of methyl or wood alcohol. 
On account of the high cost 
of 
wood alcohol very little is used now( 
as formerly while denatured grain 
Alcohol is used instead. 
Grain al­ 
cohol is denatured or rendered im- 
■potent by the addition of benzine 
wood alcohol 
and 
some 
pyridine 
base which renders it unfit for eith­ 
er external or internal medication. 
This poison is sold under the name 
of Denatured Alcohol and its sale.

Medicated alcohol is grain alcohol 
to which some medicant as corros­ 
ive sublimate, formaldohydf,
